It Js 301 feet 
high: at the highest. point and until 
the completion of the Garabit. viaduct 
was the highest bridge in: the world, 


‘The Garabit spans the Truyere in the 


south of France, is 1,849 feet long and 
at the highest -point thé rail level :1s
